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MARKET  REVIEW 

With  the  arrival  of  hot  weather  in  July,    sugar  distribution  by  primary 
distributor s  increased  seasonally  after  some  slowdown  in  June.  Through 
August  3,  reported  deliveries  totaled  6,  104,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
compared  with  5,802,000  tons  as  of  the  same     date   last    year  and 
5,911,000  tons  during  this  period  of  1966  „ 

Cane  sugar  refiners'  deliveries  reported  as  4,424,000  tons  were  about 
330,000  tons  more  than  during  the  comparable  period  of  1967  and 
350,000  tons  more  than  in  1966.  Beet  processors'  deliveries  of 
1,547,000  tons  were  30,000  tons  less  than  the  quantity  distributed  in 
this  period  last  year  but  about  170,000  tons  less  than  the  deliveries 
through  August  3,  1966. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  cane  sugar  refiners  as  of 
August  3  totaled  884,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  or  16,000  tons  less 
than  on  the  same  date  last  year  but  11,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of 
June  1968.  Beet  processors  inventories  of  about  703,  000  tons  were  down 
222,000  tons  from  the  end  of  June  1968  and  down  92,000  tons  from  the 
end  of  July  1967. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  during  the  first  six  months  of  1968 
exceeded  those  of  the  comparable  period  last  year  by  about  three  per- 
cent, even  though  deliveries  in  June  were  about  nine  percent  less  than 
during  June  of  last  year.  Increases  occurred  in  all  of  the  five  geo- 
graphical regions.  The  West  increased  the  most  -  up  5.3  percent, 
followed  by  the  North  Central  region  with  4.3  percent,  the  South  2-. 4 
percent,  Northeast  2 . 1  percent  and  the  Mid -Atlantic  region 0.3  percent. 

In  34  states  deliveries  during  January- June  exceeded  those  for  the  same 
period  last  year,  and  in  five  states  the  deliveries  were  about  the  same 
as  in  1967.  Illinois  had  the  largest  increase,  up  829,000  hundred- 
weights, followed  by  California  -  up  595,000  hundredweights  and 
Georgia  -  up  287,000  hundredweights.  Fonr  states,  Missouri- 
Pennsylvania,  Wisconsin  and  Texas  had  increases  of  between  100,000 
and  200,000  hundredweights. 
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There  were  eleven  states  in  which  the  distribution  of  sugar  declined 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1968,,  New  York  was  down  the  most  - 
156,000  hundredweights,  while  the  remaining  ten  states  were  down 
between  2,000  and  40,000  hundredweights  as  compared  with  last  year. 

The  spot  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to 
New  York,  continues  strong.  As  reported  by  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange  it  averaged  7.59  cents  per  pound  during  July,  up  from 
7.53  cents  in  June  of  this  year  and  7.30  cents  during  July  of  last  year* 
During  the  last  half  of  July,  the  quotation  remained  steady  at  7.60  cents 
per  pound  and  on  the  first  day  of  August  rose  to  7.62  cents.  On 
August  5  the  price  declined  to  7.60  cents.  On  August  13  the  spot  price 
was  7.60  cents  per  pound  and  for  the  period  August  1  through  August 
13  averaged  7.60  cents  compared  with  7.32  cents  during  the  compa- 
rable period  last  year. 

Since  January  1968,  announced  increases  in  the  wholesale  price  quota- 
tions for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack:  have  resulted  in 
increases  of  .30  cent  per  pound  in  the  quoted  wholesale  price  in  the 
Northeast  and  .15  cent  in  all  of  the  other  geographic  regions.  The 
most  recent  announcement  which  increased  the  quoted  price  in  the 
Northeast  .  15  cent  per  pound  did  not  go  into  effect  on  July  las  scheduled. 
It  was  effectively  postponed  when  several  refiners  announced  their 
intention  to  accept  orders  at  pre -advance  prices  through  August  31. 
This  brought  the  effective  wholesale  price  quotation  for  the  Northeast 
back  to  the  same  as  those  published  in  the  June  issue  of  Sugar  Reports.

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The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  averaged  12.18  cents  per  pound  in  June  compared  with  12. 22 
cents  per  pound  in  June  of  last  year.  For  the  period  January-  June 
1968  the  price  averaged  12.16  cents  per  pound,  down  from  12.22 
cents  during  the  first  six  months  of  last  year. 

The  1968  sugar  crop  in  Puerto  Rico  has  now  been  completed .  Production 
amounted  to  645,000  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  817,000  tons 
produced  last  year.  The  markedly  lower  production  this  year  prin- 
cipally resulted  from  severe  drought  in  the  area.  Yield  of  sugar  per 
ton  of  cane  in  1968  averaged  9.670  percent  compared  with  9c 903  last 
year . 

In  Hawaii,  as  a  result  of  favorable  weather  in  recent  months,  1968 
harvest  is  now  running  ahead  of  last  year.  As  of  July  27,  production  was 
reported  as  728,483  tons  96°  basis  compared  with  708,138  tons  pro- 
duced through  July  29  of  last  year.  At  present,  indications  are  that  the 
1968  crop  will  be  somewhat  larger  than  the  1,  191,000  tons  produced  in 
1967. 

The  World  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  as  reported  by  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged  1.71  cents  per  pound  during  July, 
down  from  1.78  cents  in  June  1968  and  1.90  cents  in  July  of  last  year. 
The  price  averaged  1.94  cents  per  pound  for  the  period  January  through 
July  compared  with  1.97  cents  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

On  August  13  the  world  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at 
greater  Caribbean  ports ,  including  Brazil,  was  1.70  cents  per  pound  and 
on  that  date  futures  contracts  for  September  1968  delivery  were  quoted 
at  1.73  cents  and  for  January  1970  delivery  2.71  cents  per  pound. 

The  third  world  sugar  production  estimate  of  67,083,000  metric  tons 
for  the  1967-68  crop  was  recently  released  by  F.  O.  Licht,  European 
statistician.  Licht  shows  an  increase  of  1.8  million  metric  tons  as 
compared  to  the  preceding  crop,  an  amount  considerably  smaller  than 
the  increase  in  consumption  which  he  expects.  It  would  appear  that 
estimated  stocks,  world-wide,  have  declined  about  1,100,000  metric 
tons .
